AMENDMENTS 


Republican Declares They 
Would Defeat Treaty and 
Get No Result Not Possi- 
ble by Reservations. 


By the Associated “wa. 
| "WASHINGTON, ct. 15.—Adop- 


tion of textual amendments would 
mean defeat of the peace treaty and 
would accomplish no practical result 
that could not be brought about by 
reservations, the Senate was told to- 
day by Senator Colt, Republican, 
Rhode Island. 

It would be unfair, he argued, to 
increase the voting power of the 
United States, as proposed in the 
amendment of Senator Johnson, Re- 
publican, California, and Pave the 
other first-class Powers with only 
one vote in the assembly. 

Interpretative Resolutions. 

Preservation of Egypt's right of 
self-government and future action 
by the league of nations to give free- 
dom to all capable subject states 
were proposed in interpretative reso- 
| lutions presented by Senator ‘Owen, 
| Democrat, Oklahoma. 

Both proposals were put in as 
‘measures entirely separate from the 
| ratification, Senator Owen announc- 
ing he had not changed his stand for 
| unqualified acceptance of the treaty. 
In one of! the resolutions, how- 
ever, the Senate would go on record 
as favoring a change in the league 
covenant, after the league had oeen 
established, so that the subject peo- 
ples under mandatories would be 
given self-government when found 
‘capable of exercising it.

Hitch- 
cock of Nebraska, Democratic lead- 
er, whose bill for an embargo on 
munitions shipments to the allies, in- 
troduced before the United States en-| 
tered the war, he said, “would have | 
set the Germans pounding at the 
gates of Paris." 

Japan in the War. 

“Japan was our associate in the 
war,” said the North Dakota Sen- 
ator, in reply to Lodge, “but I know 
that now that the war practically has 
ended, many Senators prefer to con- 
sider her as our enemy.

If this 
could not be done, the German Gov- 
ernment stated that it must reserve 
to itself complete freedom of decli- 
sion in the new situation. 

Wilson had demanded the punish- 
ment ofthe U-boat commander who 
sunk the Sussex. The admiral com- 
manding the naval corps in Flanders 
took no steps in this direction as the 
U-boat commander had been in the 
right. Thereupon the commander 
was punished by the Emperor him- 
self. The small remnant of U-boat 
warfare which was left to us soon 
dted out except in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

I have the word of an eye witness 
as to what took place in the council 
chamber when my memorial on the 
Sussex note to which I have refer- 
red, arrived there. It made a deep 
impresison on the Emperor probably 
because its contents strengthened his 
own opinions. In fact he decided to 
ignore Wilson’s note and from then 
on to conduct the submarine war- 
fare unrestricted. 

Despite the fact that he was back- 
ed up in this decision by the army 
chiefs, the chancellor was able to 
work him around again so that he 
followed the course I have described 
above. 

I said earlier in my memoirs that 
the Sussex note was the turning 
point in the war. We showed the 
world that we were succumbing to 
America. 

The submarine war if unrestrict- 
edly recommended in the spring of 
1916 would have contained uncer- 
tain factors as does every strategical 
political and economic measure. But 
today we have more proofs than 
ever that it would have created a 
more conciliatory attitude on the 


‘part of England. This would never 


have expressed itself in so pitiful 
and foolish a manner as the peace 
resolution of our Reichstag democ- 
racy of 1917, but it would have 
served materially to bring about an 
acceptable peace for us. 
Critical Time for England. 

A recent issue of the Economist, a 

British publication, says, “Once dur- 


ing the last four years Germany was 
in measurable distance of winning 
the war. That was not in the spring 
of 1918 when the armies of England 
and France swerved: under the an- 
slaughts of the Germans. It was in 
the spring of 1917 when our pros- 
pects on land seemed favorable. The 
Germans, beaten at the Somme, had 
retired behind the Hindenburg line 
and had taken the defensive in the 
west. Russia was still a factor in 
the war. And yet this spring of 
1917 was actually the most critical 
and deadly time we experienced 
since the beginning of the war. For 
a short time it seemed as if our 
fleet had failed and as if our com- 
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gest it.

Commons that “In April of 1917 the 
German submarines were s0 sUC-| 
cessful that in nine months England 
wold be ruined had the destruction | 
of ships continued at the same rate.” |

we could sinkg By waiting unt{] 1917 
to resume the warfare we permitte.] 
our enemies to so perfe@ their de- | 
fenses against submarines that our 
then larger number was not so ef- 
fective. | 

In reading the war diaries of the 
submarine commanders of 1916 one) 
sees with what disappointment they | 
had to let slip the very richest of 
prizes. It is certain that on every 
trip that year they could have 
achieved five to six times as much | 
as in a corresponding cruise in 1917. 
In the following diary, for instance, 
Capt. Steinbrink, whose mission was 
to determine what could actually be | 
done by a submarine under the re-| 
strictions imposed, wrote: | 

“July-August, 1916.—On account| 
of the weather being very unfavor- 
able for a torpedo attack we could 
only remain at the mouth of the 
Seine four days, as long ‘as wind and 
sea rendered possible our not being 
seen. During that time from a dis- 
tance of three to eight nautical miles. 
the ingoing traffic was watched by 
day and night and every steamer 
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possible was approached in order to = 


ascertain its character 
closest possible point. 
“In all, 41 approaches were mede| 
to steamers in daylight with our tor- | 
pedoes ready to fire. None of these 
steamers could be with certainty 
identified as transport vessels. : | 
“Six steamers were seen at dawn. | 
They were 1500 to 3000 tons and 
showed no lights. They were painted | 
black with gray or brown super- | 
structure and showed no flags. 
Every one of them was accompanied 
by a destroyer without lights or by 
one or two armed fishing steamers. | 
“My firm belfef is that these ships 
were conveying troops or important 
material, but as I did not find :my 
convictions confirmed by the signs 
ordered to be observed—troops in 
great numbers, ordnance or 
port parks, sentry pdsts on deck—I 


was not in a position to attack 
these steamers.”’

Labor must face the necessity of establishing re- 
sponsibility for its collective acts and capital must 
face the necessity of frankly stating its alms. Hypoc- 
risy and insincerity and evasion should have no place 
in the councils of either. 
When the local Chamber of Commerce commends 
Mr. Gary’s stand in refusing to arbitrate the principle 
that every citizen has “an inalienable right to earn a 
living in any lawful manner he may choose, and 
regardless of whether he belongs to any association 
or organization,” it is evading the Steel Trust issue 
as Mr. Gary evaded it In stating the principle.

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NINE DECADES AT A LUNCHEON. 
A distinguished company of citizens will look over 
“the old” and “the new” St. Louis at a luncheon in 
honor of Chauncey I. Filley’s ninetieth birthday 
Thursday.

Ten years be- 
fore the war there was brought about in Ger- 
many an amalgamation of art and industry

which is said to have been one of the chief 
factors in the growth of German export trade. 
Up to that time artists in Germany, as every- 
where, had regarded business as something be- 
neath their dignity; and business men, as 
everywhere, thought of artists as people apart 
from the real world. The discovery that they 
were useful to each other resulted in the cre- 
ation of a national industrial board made up 
of artists and manufacturers. 
dertook to tell Germany what to make and 
how to make it. It was when the British began 
to feel the effects of this union that they set 
about bringing art into co-operation with in- 
dustry there. That movement has everywhere 
survived the war, and it will go forward by 
leaps and bounds. Its hop-off in this country 
is taking place in our own city. It is not all 
that its promoters hoped to make it, but it 
will be next year when the idea its better un- 
derstood and further projected. The Japanese 
largely owe their export trade in manufactured 
goods to the fact that those goods are for the 
most part beautiful. They are designed by 
artists. We expect that of Japan, and look to 
-her for it. Nobody expects it of the United 


States, and nobody looks to her for it. 
That is a condition we must remedy; 
and if we will go down to the Southern 


Hotel during the next four weeks we may see 
it taking its first dose of medicine. If we can 
get the community spirit {nto it, as it seems 
we shall; then we are off to a fine start, 
friends, and a lot of them will take our dust.

[It is 
no matter what we think so long as we work 
hard at it. The danger is past the moment we 
begin violently to disagree. We don't regard 
Senator Reed as any top-wit, but his function is 
useful. The Germans needed him worse than 


we do.

VETERAN SLOSSON, WHO 
BEAT VIGNAUX IN 80S, 
IN 18.2 TITLE EVENT 


Entered in the National American 
balkline championship tourney which 
commences Oct. 20 at the Astor Hotel, 
New York, is a little gray-haired 
man, quiet, unassuming, and a worthy 
representative of the gentlemen's 
game. The little veteran, George F. 
Slosson, has witnessed the passing of 
the great French master, Vignaux, the 
untimely death of the brilliant Ives, 
and the ending of the career of the 
Wizard of the Cue, the late Jake 
Schaefer. With them he struggled for 
supremacy on the green cloth, and 
even now when they are gone, he is 
still playing in the best form. His 
game has changed but little since the 
days when he defeated Vignaux and 
when he captured the now almost for- 
gotten cushion carom championship. 
Crossing the waters to invade for- 
elgn fields, it was Slosson who first 
wrested victory from the hands of 
Vignaux. Returning to America lat- 
er, he took the cushion carom title at 
Chicago, giving up the emblem and 
ending play at that game. These 
events were in the 80's. As late as 
1912 he finished second in the 18-1 
balkline tournament, which was won 
by Willie Hoppe only after some of 
the most brilliant playing he has ever 
done.
